I had a 
good impression of him, would entrust him with leadership. I would tie 
to him as a good expert Lieutenant Ervin G357A7. . .old, was in Schwarzvald. . 
(illegible). Finally Ervin HOLLOS, captain. ..eight old* "ho is assigned 
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to Captain LABNER at the group. Die rest I leave to you, dear (XS~l), 
or tetter you (the •’you" in plural font), flabrace you, Lajoa."
